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A PROCLAMATION 


For preventing of falſe Muſtures. 
At Edinburgh, the twentie ninth day of November, One thouſand ſix handred eighty nine years, 
= HE Lords of His Majeſties Privy Council, Taking to their ſerious Conſideration, how much it doth con- 
10 {7 cern the Intereſt ot His Majeſti-s Service, as well 2s the Security and Honour ot the Kingdom, that all falſe 
2 
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Muſtures be Diſchaged, which, notwithſtanding ot all the cate taken, hath not hitherto been effeQually 
prevented: They Do theretore, in Their Majeſt'es Name and Authority, rohibite and Diſcharge all the 
Officers of His Majeſties Forces, als well Horſe, Foot, as Dragoons, and Commanders of Garriſons, from 
making any falſe Muſtures, and from giving up to any Muſter-maſter-general, or any other perſon who ſhall 
de appointed by the ſaids Lords, or by lum, to Muſture the Forces, The Names of any as Soldiers, who are not true men, 
Ind who does not attend the Company, and perform the conſtant ordinary Duty of a Soldier, or the Names of any Set- 
yants, with Certification to the Contraveeners, That they ſhall not only be Caſhired with Intamy , but likewiſe ſhall be 1y- 
ans +> 1cfound to the Lords ot the Theſaury, and General Receivers, what they have ſo unjuſtly uplifted on the account of 
4 thoſe men they have ſo talſely given up and Muſtured, and ſhall be Impriſoned until they make payment thereof according- 
Ih. And the ſaids Lords, Do in Name and Authority foreſaid, Prohibite and Diſcharge all perſons whatſomever to be 
: imployed at any ſuch talſe Muſture, under the Certification of being Whipped *, and Burned in the Cheek. And the 
aids Lords, Do hereby in Their Majeſties Name and Authority forelaid, Command and Require all the Captains of che 
 Fyhole Forces, as well Horſe, Foot, as Dragoons, and Commanders of Garriſons, to give in under their hands, Liſts of all 
Iche Soldiers of the leveral Troops and Companies under their Command, to their Majots, whete they are Regimented, who with 
ebe ſaids Captaine where che ere nar Regimented, ſhall be obliged to give in the ſaids Liſts, both to Sir Thomas HMonerieff, 
A clerk to the Theſaury and Exchequer, and to the Muſter-maſter-general, and keep another Double thereot for themſelves, 
Jo be renewed Quarterly, which they appoint to bear an account where the Soldiers were born, out of what place of the Coun- 
Arey they were Levied, and of what Trade and Imployment they were before their engagement, to the effect, that the 
aids Lords may cauſe examine and try in theſe places, whether they be actually in the Service or not; And they hereby Diſ- 
charge the Muſter-maſter- general, or any other perſon who ſhall be appointed tor Muſtering of the Forces, to Muſter any who 
does not attend the Company, and who perform not the ordinary Duty of a Soldier, or any Servants: And likewiſe they 
Diſcharge him to allow any Officers or Soldiers on Foreloff, or on Patties, as true men, unleſs the Captain of the Company, 
or Troop, or in his abſence the next Commanding Officer thereot, at granting the Foreloff, or ſending out ot the Party, give 
Jin under his hand, tothe Commanding Officer of the place, the Names of theſe Officers and Soldiers, thatare out ona Par- 
Ity, and to what place they are gone, and in what Houſes they were formerly Quartered, and for what time theſe perſons are 
. Jour on Foreloff: And they Ordain the ſaid Commanding Officer to keep a Liſt of the perſons, to whom Foreloffs were gran» 
Jred, or who are ſent out on Parties, with the princip il Note given in by the Officers of the Troops or Companies, or Garri- 
- Irifons, To the effect, that ſtrit Inquiry and Diſquiſition may be made thereanent; Declaring hereby, that whoſoever ſhall 
give ſuch Liſt or Note, if the ſame ſhall be tound to be falſe, that he ſhall incur the former Certification of being Caſhired with 
Intamy, And for encouragement of ſuch as ſhall Diſcover and Prove the ſame, or who ſhall Diſcover and Prove any ſuch falſe 
Muſture, The ſaids Lords of His Maj. ſties Privy Council, do hereby promiſe and enlure to any Lieutenant, Coronet, or En- 
{fign,who ſhall make Niſcovery of either of the particulars abovementioned, whether in the Tioops or Companies wherein they 
Serve, or any other Company or Troop within the Regiment, and prove the ſame, that they ſhall have a Commiſſion in place 
{ot cheſe who ſhall make ſuch falſe Muſtures, or grant ſuch falſe Declarations , as to Soldiers pretended to be on Foreloff, or 
{ſear out on Parties; And they do likewiſe prom ſe and enſure a Reward of five hundred merks to be given to any Ser jeant, or 
Corporal, and the Sum of two hundred mer ks to a Soldier, who ſhall make either ot the i .iſcoveries. and prove the ſame; be- 
fides that, they ſhall have a Paſs out of the Company, it defired, or liberty to ſerve in that, or any other Company, or Regi- 
ment. And Ordains theſe Preſents to be Printed, and Publiſhed by Macers of Privy Council. Meſſengersat Arms, Sheriffs in 
that part, at the Mercat- Croſs of Edinburgh, and at the remanent Mercat- Croſſes of the Head-burghs of the whole Shires 
within this Kingdom, and to be Read upon the head of the Regiments, Troops, or Companies, the time of the Muſtering
